Only two of the indicted members 
of the execufive board of the tron- 
workers’ association have not been 
arrested yet.: They are P. A. Cooley 
of New Orleans, who was reported to 
be returning to New Orleans, and 
Michael J. Young of Boston. 

ASSISTED M’MANIGAL,. 

Young is alleged to have assisted 
McManigal in explosions in Spring- 
field, Mass. Previous to the blowing 
up of a section of the Boston Opera- 
house on March 27, 1909, McManigal 
said it was arranged for him to go to 
Boston and see Young. Arriving in 
Boston, he said, Young took him 
about the operahouse, in course of 
construction, and showed him 
to cause the explosion. 

Young also was associated with Mc 
Manigal in an explosion in Spring- 
field, Mass., April 4, 1911, according 
to the latter’s confession. 


“I met Young in Boston and we/ 


went to Springfield together,” said 
McManigal. “J. J. McNamara had 
told me to go to Boston and get in 
touch with Young. He said he did 
not kpow whether Young wanted me 
to meet a superintendent, or to do a 
job, but he said.I was to go prepared 
to do a job and not to meet anybody, 
meaning I was not to do any slugging. 
“When I arrived in Boston, Young 
ald: ‘I want you to go down there 
and look over the municipal building.’ 
By looking over it, he meant blow it 
up. We went to Springfield, and, after 
looking over the building, I said: 1 
don’t think we can do much with the 
tower.“ The foundation was thirty 
feet deep in concrete.

NATIONAL ORGANIZER. 
Hiram Cline, national organizer for 
the Internationa] Brotherhood of Car- 
penters and Joiners, was arrested in 
his home in Muncie, late today, and 
brought here tonight. Cline is the 
third agent of any union except the 
ironworkers to be involved in the con- 
spiracy. The others are Clarence E. 
Dowd of Rochester, N. Y., former

ters’ Union. All, it ts alleged, were 
concerned In dynamiting depredations 
against contractors who employed 
non-union carpenters and machinists. 
Meadows, Ernest G. W. Basey, for- 
mer business agent of the local tron- 
workers’ union, and Fred Sherman, 
Basey'’s successor, are alleged to have 
been concerned in four explosions 
t midnight of October 25, 1909, in 
this city.

SCANDAL IN COPY BOOKS. 
State Printer Has Over Million in 
Stock, Enough for Five Tears, 
at High Prices. 

{BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) . 
SACRAMENTO, Feb. 14.—That the 
State printing office has paper and 
stock enough on hand to supply over 
one million copybooks to school chil- 
dren and to meet the demands of the 
market for over five years is the re- 
port of State Printer Friend W. Rich- 
ardson, made today to the Textbook 
Committee. 

He has made a careful investigation 
and finds that this stock -cost the 
State nearly twice what it could now 
be purchased for; that the last pur- 
chase was made in 1908, and that at 
thet time there was enough stock on 
hand to supply the market for nine 
yeers. Richardson savs: | 
“There were 382,387 copybooks in 
the warehouse on the first of the year. 
There was on hand stock enough to 
print 624;444 more, making a total of 
1,006,831. The average number of 
copybooks sold during the last three 
years was 191,170. The supply on 
hand will last until April 8, 1917. 
The last purchase of copybook paper 
was made from H. S. Crocker & Co. 
on June 30, 1908. The price was 
$7085.91. Since that date no copybook 
paper has been purchased, On April 
28. 1968, there was a purchase of 
$7110.87, on July 30, 1907, $6688, on 
June 2, 1907, $6724.48 and $6610.48. 
In less than one year 2785 reams of 
copy paper was purchased from 
Crocker at a cost of $34,219.74. The 
stock was purchased at 19 and 19% 
cents a pound. On June 30, 1908, when 
the last purchase was made, there 
was enough copybook stock to supply 
the market for nearly nine years. 
There is enough on hand now to last 
until April 8, 1917. 
“T have asked the various paper 
houses to give me prices on copy- 
book paper in quantities as small as 
100 reams and average bid for stock 
equal to the stock furnished by 
Crocker is 10 1-3 cents a pound, This 
atock, which cost the State $34,219.74 
four years ago, can now be pure 
for $18,420.02. It waa paid for out 
of the State textbook fund and the 
question of its disposition was called 
to the attention of the textbook com- 
mission today.”’

By that act he made the United 
States of America trustee for all the 
people of the Phijippines—insurgents and 
loyalists, Malays, Tagals, Negritos, Chinese 
and Mestizos. By that act he made this 
nation responsible to those people and to 
all nations and to the God of nations for 
the lives and liberties and civil rights of 
The subsequent events which resulted iu 
the formal acquisition of those islands be 
a treaty which was ratified by the votes of 
both Republican and Democratic Senators, 
followed by fourteen years of rule there,

| PROPHECIES READ BACKWARD 


Philippines call for considerable 
outiay from the national treasury, and it 
is probably true that thus far our com- 
meree has not been greatly extended. But 
that is because we lacked the ships with 
which to transact it. If, like European 


marine the acquisition of the Philippines 
would have enabled us to dominate the 
commerce of the Orient. The completion 
of the Panama Canal will open oppor- 
tunities in the Philippines to American 
capital that are now dormant. By the 
continued possession of these islands we 
are securing equal rights to life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness to all the 
people of the Philippines We have estab- 
lished there law, order and civil and re 
ligious liberty and we ure educating the 
people to self-covernmen~. 

To “give up” the Philippines would be to 
shift the “white man’s burden” from ‘our 
shoulders. It would be a confession of in- 
ability or unwillingness to retain a fore- 


most place in the ranks of natfons. If the 
question of “giving up” the Philippines 
Shall be submitted to the American people 
who can doubt what their answer will be? 


T DOESN'T END IN SMOKE. 
Is there something wrong with our 
‘systems, our laws, our education or our 
people? A strenuous campaign has been 
‘waged during the last ten years by 
churches, schools, sodieties and individuals 
Against. the excessive use of. tobacco. The 
“deadly cigarette” has been especially con- 
demned. And what has been the result? 
Last year 10,000,000,000 cigaréttes were 
manufactured and sold in the United 
States, enough, placed end to end, to girdle 


| the globe nineteen times. The figures for 


the last twelve months show an increase 
of over a billion cigarettes consumed. This, 
without counting those hand-rolled by the 
smoker himself, which would probably 
nearly equal the number of manufactured 
It is an old saying and true that vou 
can't make people good by legislation. But 
by example and judicious schooling it has 
always been held that great reforms may 
be accomplished. Of course the question 
of “to smoke or not to smoke”—for adults 
at least—is not one of ethics or morality. 
After the habit has been almost universal 
among men for over three centuries, the 
effect of smoking tobaceo has not been 
sufficiently pronounced on the race to 
stamp it as positively vicious or degrading; 
though it cleanliness be akin to godliness, 
it can hardly be called godly. There is no 
evidence to show that tobacco should be 
taboo like opium or cocaine, or that it 
is as harmful as the general use of alcohol. 
Yet cigarettes in the hands of callow 
youths have confessedly been held-—-even 


to cause a degeneration in the growth, 
physically-and morally. The “little pill” 
itself may end in smoke, but the effects 
on the nerves and brain of the user may 
start smoldering flames of decay—may even 
become a consuming fire for the strength 
and vitality of the whole people. 1
